With  us  again  today  are  Joe  and  Liz  Erotherton,  who 
now  live  in  an  inadeciuate  top  floor  three  room  flat 
in  North  Beach  and  are  looking  for  a  new  house  in 
which  to  raise  their  13  month-old  daughter. 

And  in  order  to  help  them  solve  their  problems,  we 
have  our  r>anel  of  experts  with  us  again  today,  they 
are:  Robert  Royston,  landscape  architect  of  the  firm 
of  Eckbo,  Royston  and  Williams;  Maurice  Sands, 
interior  designer;  Sydney  1  illiams,  of  the  Department 
of  City  and  Regional  Planning  of  the  University  of 
California;  and  William  Stepehn  Allen  of  the  archi- 
tectual  firm  of  Anshen  and  Allen.
